AvouffA, Oa, Sept 1.— A apeoial tc 
The Chronicle from Beaofort, S. C, 
says: Over 800 dead bodies have been 
fonnd on the islnnd about Beaufort and 
Port Boy»l. Over two millions oi 
Ipg op i rtj hu been wrepked at the sami 
points. Both are the direct result oi 
the storm which swept along the At- 
lantio ooaet during 8ilnd«y night. 

Breryone of the 15 or 20 i9land:j lying 
aronnd Port Boyal and Beaufort are 
steeped in aorrow. On every doorknot 
then it a bnniDh of orepe and upon 
every hiUaide there are fresh-made 
(graves, some already filled, while 
others are awaiting the bodies that will 
be depodted in them just a« ioon a* 
come one can be found to do th4 Chris- 
tian act of shoveling the dirt upon thi 
coffin. 't 

The be«olMe,4ba i&diilr^NMrth'treet 
and shmbbery, the marshes and the in- 
lets are turning up new dead bodies 
every time an investigation is 
made. Of the many disasters and de- 
vastations which haV^xvlsited this aee- 
tion of the countrj-, nunc has b<'on half 
as horrible as those which came Sun- 
day. Already more than 200 bodies 
have been found, and those who are at 
all posted about the country and the 
habits of the people in the storm- vis- 
ited section, are oonfidmit in their pre- 
dictions that the death roll will mn as 
high lis 500. 

Some of the i)eoplQ, and thoy are 
among the best people of this sootion of 
the state, even fdaoe the loss at more 
than 1,000. There has not been an 
hour of any day sinue the early hours 
of Monday morning that a dead body 
has not IxH'n found at some point on 
one of the many islands. As the wator.i 
recede and the people move doepor int(j 
the wreckage gathered by the storm, 
fhe ghastly plc^aws are uncovered. 

So frequent are the discoveries that 
the finding of a single body attracts no 
attention at all. It takes the discovery 
of at least a clump of half a dozen or 
more to induce the people to show any 
feelings whatever. It is around Beuu- 
fOrt and Port Boyal that the death rate 
WM th* greataat, but iimvltberof the 
towns w«ve many liv«f kit Around 
the two towns there is a complete chain 
of islands, and it was upon these tb 
the death angle hovKrod for hours Sun- 
day night, leaviiig in its path sorrow 
and desolation grottt<>r than ever visited 
th9 state before, even in the bloo<ly 
dftyi of reoonstraotion. This section of 
the Atlantic coast baa been prolific in 
storms that scattered death and de- 
■truotion of propt»rty in tlicir wake, but 
the weather-wiiie, the oldest citizens, 
the pilot, oaa nol^ ncaitMiythlng-«4Qai- 
lingit.

He had just arrived from Walterboro 
and stated that from BischofTs plaoe on 
the Edisto river to Jacksonboro, two 
negroes floated the whole dlstunoe on 
the top of their shanty, and reported 
that all the negroes on the place in the 
lowlands had l»een drowned, in all 
about W> nn-n and women and chil- 
dren. They relate ik t* iiiblo exiicrienco 
and, furthermonj, stn*e that all of the 
dwellings are totally destroyed and the 
place in abject desolation. 

At Walterboro, Mr. Hobinson said 
many of the houstte hud been completely 
washed from their foundations oat into 
tho streets, and all oC'tiM rloa flalds 
were overflowed. 

The i<teamer Pilot Boy, familiar to 
every soul on the inland route between 
the cities of Charleston and Savannah, 
has bee^ stranded and more or leas in- 
jured. The Pilot fleet of tlM harbor is 
wrecked or stranded.

Several gentlemen from this dty, 
irtM ^i^ere in Port Royal or Beanfort 
daring the hnrricAne, returned to 
Charleston on the first train, whiek 
:»me into the city over tha Charleston 
»ad Savannah railway. They report 
that the loss of life and the destruction 
of property at those places and neigh- 
boring sea islands have been fearful. 
The death roll had already reached to 
80 odd per|QU,4Mn|ng whom was 
numbered Dr. ■Uft the newly-ap 
pointed quarantine officer for the port. 

Paris island, where the United Statea 
drydocks are building, and which 
stands between the Broad and tb« 
Beaufort rivers, was swept by the cy- 
clone. 

Beaufort, lha pnttiest island town in 
the CaroUnafe, la terribly damaged, not- 
withstanding the tMK thttt it stand* 
six miles np the Beanfort river. Many 
of the residences in the town were bad- 
ly damaged, and the wharves are near- 
ly or (juite destroyed. 

The experience of OSaptain Whitely 
and his wife and family of 10 children 
on Castle Pinckney, on the night of the 
storm, was a terrible one. The wind 
blew the storehouse to pieces and blew 
awav 1^ the ship chandler's stores, and 
his awellkif was so exposed that it wat 
seen to be aaigerons to remain in it. 
They sought Bbeltet from the fury ol 
the tempest to the leeward of the fort, 
where tney stood oat iba fury of th« 
storm. Three of the little ones were 
from 6 months to 8 years of age, and 
they stood it like the older ones, with 
out a whimper. 

The fury of the wtndi and waves was 
so great that some hng* masses of iron 
used for holding buoys, and weighing 
4,500 pounds, were moved from theii 
places and rolled about the beooh. 
Some great anchors wtlgUag from 
4.600 to 6,000 poonds, WW* flung about 
the place lilw so much timber. The 
place is a complete ruin, and in spite ol 
it all. Captain Whitely and his bravs 
family are still on the castle and hold- 
ing the fort. 

The missing steamship Seminole, 
about which so much anxiety was felt, 
steamed into the harbor with scarcely 
a scratch on her. She and the passen- 
gers escaped unscathed from the hor- 
rors of the storm. When the Seminole 
met the hurricane she was off the mouth 
of the St. John's river, preparing tc 
head in for the entrance. Her ofiScert 
appreciated the situation and making 
out to seaward for a considerable dis- 
tance, turned the vessel's inose into the 
eye of tne cyclone and coat their 
anchors. The captain said she breasted 
the water like a duck during the hours 
of the storm, and was not injured in 
tlio least. As soon as tho v/ind had 
partially lulled, lu> turned her mx^ to 
the St. .Tohu'a and made his dock in 
Jacksonville in perfect safety. 

Inquiry at the Clyde line office 
elicited little information regarding tho 
other mii-sintr Htennjfr. Yeiiia*a»e, fur- 
ther than the bare rt;<.«'iiieut that she 
had left her dock ii: Kew York Satur- 
day afternoou. Even her passenger 
list is unknown. She should have ar- 
rived in Charleston at 7 o'clock on the 
morning of the 2yth. The officials of 
the company do not think the delay 
necessarily alhrinitix Even if the 
Yomjwsnr mi.nr.fd the brnT»t of the 
etonu, sh*' must huve had weather bad 
enough to throw her far behind time.

Memphis, Sept. 1.— A special to The 
Commercial from Jaoksohville, Fla., 
says: Reports of the damage by the 
storm in um oatlying district are com- 
ing in slowly. Ten Uoatsd bodies of 
victims of Sunday^ cyclone were dis- 
covered in a drift 14 miles from Jack- 
sonville yastsrday. Tha bodies were 
almost nudsk and ooold not be identi- 
fied. The damage to fmit trees and 
orange groves is enormous. In many 
cases the tress are strinped of every 
vestige of leaves and fruit Wires are 
nearly all down in every direottak

Patrid Weter the Cwue

The Bev. an<l Min. .foliii Neweomb 
VoT the Field. 

India.vapolis, Sept 1. — The Rev. 
and Mrs. John Newcomb have left In- 
dianapolis for Boston, and on the Uth of 
next month will sail from New York 
for India. They will spend three weeks 
in England, where Mrs. Newoomb's 
parents lira. They return to. India as 
missionaries. Sevimtssn years ago 
Mr. Nowoomb began his missionary 
work, and was in udia for eight years. 

Later he went again, staying four 
years, returning to ijnerioa 18 months 
ago. His wife was an English teacher 
in India when they were married, since 
tlien she has assisted him in his work of 
converting the natives. At Cumbirum. 
in southern IndiiL IS degress north of 
the equator and 75 miles wsst of the 
Bay of Biscay, they well Have head- 
quarters, and will travel over their dis- 
trict Ampliag and boldlnf msstings un- 
der a tent. 

Their district has 4,000 square miles, 
and contains 100,000 people. Of this 
number, Mr. Newcomb says, only two 
out of a hundred have becni converted. 
There is no church in the district, and 
few in southern India that are self-sup- 
porting. Many, however, have native 
teachers. A sixth of their expenses is 
required from the missionary money. 
He says that Mohammedanism has a fir m 
foothold in the country. This retards 
the progress of Christianity. Yet he 
has noted wonderful strides dnring the 
few years he hae been connected with 
the work. 

Mr. Newcomb is a native of Indiana, 
and has many relatives in Shelby and 
Morgan counties. 

Since the return of Mr. and Mrs. 
Newcomb from India they ha^'e enlist- 
ed the intereet of Miss Emma Pinney of 
Porter oonnty. who will f <dlow thsm, 
sailing from new York Sept 80.

Whom May Die — The Train Waa Ban- 
nJng at a Bapid Bate When Uarled Into 
the Mfmm—mmmm ef the MbbMSsI 
Deed. 

8PRIN0FXELD, Mass., Sept 1.— The 
Chicfigo liniit«d express train for Bos- 
ton broke through a frail iron bridge on 
the Boston and Albany railroad, one 
and one-half miles east of Chester, and 
four Wagner cars were crushed, killing 
at least 18 persons, fatally injnring ssr- 
eral others, while at least a soois tt» 
badly hurt The wreck is tha WOVSt 
ever known on the road. 

The bridge was being strengthened 
for big locomotives, and the working- 
men who were puttfaig on the plates 
were at dinner when the crash 
came. The locomotive passed over 
the structure bnt the buffet two 
two sleepers and a dlnnlngcar were 
smashed to kindling wood, and two- 
cars struck the stream 20 feet below, 
bnt the two day coaches and a smoker 
in the rear did not leave the track. 

There has been 18 dead bodies taken 
ont and it is believed that there are 
two more bodies in the ruins. 

The train was seven minutes late at 
Chester and the railroad bands say it 
was going at the rate of 20 miles an 
hour when it struck the first of we 
two spans across the Westficld river. 
The locomotive seemed to leap across 
tbe bridge ae the trusses oollapiMd uid 
fell over. 

The o<>nduotor was taking tickets in 
a day cbaidi, Sad although thrown vio- 
lently dowB. sscspsd serious injury. 
There are only a few houses in the n- 

cinity, and a man living near by gave 
the alarni. In a few momenta hundreds 
were on the scene. The shrieks of the 
imprisoned were moet terrible, and 
scores of people looked on complacently 
unnerved. The heroes of the hour were 
Dr. Qeorge K. Wood of Collinsville, 
who went to the train to meet his wife, 
and the colored porters and waltin in 
the diningcar, who, althoiu^ thair 
faces were omised and out and cotered 
with blood, did splendid work. 

The village people soon recovered 
from the shock ana were hard at work. 
The hospital was a group of apple trees 
in an adjoining orcnara, where scores 
were token. Ox teams arrived with 
loads of straw, cushions, bedding and 
food. The wounded were soon re- 
moved to the houses of N. A Harwood, 
Washington Moore and 8. C. Crocker, 
and all that remained on the apple- 
strewn ground, were 13 bodies covered 
with red blankets from an adjoining 
stable. 

The dead were many of them horri- 
bly mutilated, tho heads crushed in, 
limbs torn, and often recognizable only 
from their clothing. Mr. Scull of 
Philadelphia, was with his sister, Mrs. 
Bishpam in a Wagner car. She was 
instantly killed, and he was pinned 
down, bnt finally extricated. 

T. F. Dewitt of Portland, Mo., presi- 
dent of the Union Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company, was reading a maga- 
zine. M. \V. Kirk of Chicago started 
to sit with him, hut. seeing that he was 
absorbiKl, excused himself and went in- 
to the rear car and was saved. 

Mrs. .liihn Howard of Boston, whose 
stai^e luiiue is Hattie Blanchard. was 
one of the five saved in the sleeper next 
in front of tho dining car. which was 
the wtirst wrecked.

Tbe bridge was a two span lattice 
structure, 221 feet long, and was built 
in 1874 by tbe Hawkins Iron works 
and had been recently repaired but was 
not projierly bractMi to withstand the 
weight of a lieavy train. The ill-fated 
train was one of the fastest expresses on 
the road, t»t«;ppiuh' i'"U- at Pittsfield 
from Albany to Springfield. It carried 
the largest engine and best cars of any 
train running weet of Springfield.

What is a Kindergarten 7 

This oft-repeated question deserves a 
plain, explicit answer, that a correct 
knowledge of it may be accorded those 
seeking information. 

Kindergarten— a garden of children— 
Froebel— " the discoverer of the method 
of Nature "—meant to symbolize hv the 
name, the spirit and plan of treatment. 

To consider every child a plant to be 
8tu<lied a.M to his individual nature, and 
put into such circum.stances of soil and 
atmosphere as will enable him tO grow, 
flower, and bring forth fruit. 

To awaken his perceptive faculties by 
the observation of tangible surroundings ; 
to cultivate the innate music of his soul 
to hear and comprehend "the mighty 
sum of things forever speaking " to lead 
up to the mastery of material objects by 
the training in manual dexterity ; in 
short to systematically develop head, 
heart and hand— the intellectual, moral, 
and physical nature of the child into one 
harmonious whole. 

This can only be done in the kinder- 
garten, where the child during two or 
three years has been educated strictly 
within the sense Froebel applies to the 
word "education"— that is a drawing 
f )rth or ctiltivation of the powers of the 
mind. 

It has been objected sometimes that 
kindeigarten work is nothing,' hut i)lay; 
well it was Froebel's wisdom t(j accej.t 
the patural activity of childhood, a.s a 
hint of divine providence, and to utilize 
its spontaneous play for education, lie 
tells us "in childish play deep meaning 
ie8;"_for "play i^ child's ukihI earnest 
work." Therefore it beconn s the kiiider- 
larten's plea.sant <luty to ;.'enial!y direct 
t to a more certainlv beautiful ed'ect 
than it can attain when left to itself. 

The child is received into the kinder 
■arten usually in the period of percep- 
tion—a very inipressionalde period, and 
one characterized by ^rvni activity of the 
ife foices both inward and outward, 
tlierdore the aim is to unfold, instruct 
and train; to educate on all sides. This 
i-' to be done by directing the growing 
ri;,dil habits— habits of right observing, 
right feeling, right thinking, and right 
acting— habits of neatness, order, indus- 
try, work, cheerfulness, happiness, free- 
dom, morality and right living. Habit 
is the all-powerful. all-i)revading, all-con- 
trolling agency in human life and educa- 
tion. It is through this agency that the 
kindergarten largely molds the charac- 
ter, and influencee the whole nature of 
the cliild. 

By music— the keynote of this method 
of instruction— by songs and games, by 
the "gifts and occupations," the three- 
fold nature of the child develops. He is 
led by easy gradaUon, step by step, from 
the simple to the complex, from the solid 
body to the object in outline, really from 
the concrete to the borders of the al)- 
stract. He "leams by doing," which 
has become the watchword of the kin- 
dergarten; for Rousseau tells us, "the 
child may forget what he sees or what 
you tell him, but he never forgets what 
he does himself."

Paris Qreen on Tobacco. 

The Western Tobacco Journal says : 
ji a^«^P«i pi»»a«n« aaV oA ug the past wcck 

aa to reporta that pans green was being 
freely used on tobacco througbont cer- 
tain parts of Kentucky, especially in 
•ome Bluegrass counties, to kill the 
wprms. We had heard nothing particu- 
larly about It, bat were credibly informed 
that last year it was aiad largely in Cen- 
tral Kenraekj, aad a move waa on foot 
aatly in the year— before planting sea- 
■on— to have the Kentucky Legislatare 
pass a law prohibiting the use of patia 
green'in such a manner. 

" It is certainly criminal to nw» pans 
green on any plant the leaves or stock of 
which are to enter into consumption. It 
has been used largely on potatoes, but 
th 8 in a root crop, and tht' leaves or stock 
are vahieless aa food; lint with tobacco it 
ia difl'erent, the leaf ia tiie part of the 
plant confiumcd, and no aufh jioiaon as 
paria greoii sliouM be iiaed to kill any in- 
sei't or pest attackiiitr it, and tlicre i^liould 
be Htrin^ri'iil laws a;,'aiiist it.< use in Ken- 
tucky and all other fStates where there ia 
any evidence of ita aae on sooh prodaets 
aa tobacco. 

"There ia no better way to kill hurley 
or injure its value than to allow the im- 
pression or kiiou ledge to spread that 
chewera of hurley navy are liable to 

Kisoniug by paris green, for that would 
the result to many if the use of paris 
green should become common, as. there 
would be many who, in their ignorance, 
M'ould use it to excess, and thus endanger 
the lives of -those who would eventually 
chew it, and the manufacturers, to pro- 
tect themselves, would be compelled to 
taboo all sach tobacco."
